Commissioner Waldo took a hand in the 
W. E.-D. Stokes case yesterday, ordering 
an investigation of the causes which led 
Policemen McCormick, Walsh, and Sul- 
livan of the West Sixty-eighth Street sta- 
tion to .allow special Policeman James 
Gummings of the Hotel Ansonia to make 
way with a package of letters’ which are 
wanted as evidence by the attorneys for 
Lillian Graham and Ethel Conrad. The 
Commissioner has told Deputy Commis- 
sioner Dillon to find out just what part 
the- police played in the matter. 

“If any one is guilty in any way here,” 
he said, “the fron ball will be set roll- 
ing.”’ ’ 

Cummings admitted on the stand on 
Thureday that he had secreted the pack- 
age of letters in his pocket while making 
an investigation of Miss Graham's apart- 
ment at the Varuna. He said he had 
found in a basket behind the sofa the 
letters which have played so large a 
part in the testimony of the case. This 
package of letters, he says, he took while 
the three policenien were in the room with 
him." The room is.only ten feet. square. 

This was on June 9. The letters in due 
time were delivered to W. EB. D, Stokes's 
personal attorney, A. H. Gleason, and 
some time later reached the offices of 
Terence J, McManus, his attorney in this 
case: Later they reached the District 
Attorney, who produced nine of them in 
court on the Gemand of the lawyers for 
the defense on Wednesday night, July 5, 
nearly a month after they were found. 

All this was brought out in the evidence 
of Assistant District Attorney. Sullivan, 
Mr. McManus, Cummings, and Police- 
man McCormick on Thursday. Previously 
Mr. Stokes had admitted that there weré 
eighteen letters, and the lawyers for Miss 
Graham and Miss Conrad say that nine of 
them—the most important—have disap- 
peared. 

“It is absurd to think,”’ said Robert M. 
Moore, who, with Clark’ L. Jordan, repre- 
sents the. two girls in this. case, “that 
Mr. Stokes would be willing to pay $200 
fot the letters which have been used as 
ravidence and have beeh. pubjished. They 
are rather foolish “letters, but there -is 
inating. 
Still on his own evidence ‘he says he was 
‘willing to pay for them, and hé also says 
it-wes-to-get-tNess letters that he went 
to the Varuna on the evefiing of June 6. 

‘Now, of cotirse, Mr, Stokes's private 
policeman, Cummings,’ has no mora) or 
legal right to take those letters’ out: of 
that apartment. It amounts practically 
to burglary. However, we shall not have 
Cummings. arrested. It wouldn't do our 
pcase any good. Those letters have now 
disappeared. and we cen never find them 
again. They have prnvatiy been burned 
by this time. 

Know What They Contained.

It 
seems that for centuries a most béeau- 
tiful and precious bas-relief called ‘* The 
Madonna of the Adoration ” has been in 
the Church of San Francisco at Pontre- 
moli, near Pied, It represents the Vir- 
gin lovingly regarding the child Christ, 
who. is on her knee, The Virgin is in 
low relief, while the child is in perfect 
high relief. 

The group is inclosed in a kind of 
frame in marble in the shape of a tab- 
ernacie. It has-been attributed to 
Donatello, but. is really the work of 
Agostino d‘Antonieo di Duccio; one of 
the most “spiritual” of the sculptors 
,of the “ Quattrocento,” and is valued 
at over $20,000. 
| One day the Inspector wf Art Treas- 
/ures of the district was secretly in- 

formed that it was intended to substi- 
' tute a copy for the original and to sell 
the latter. 
| An examination proved that a caét 
had already .been taken, so the Canon 
of the church was at once called for 
examination. 

At first he refused to say anything, 
but eventually told the following aston- 
ishing story. 

One night last February two gentle- 
men came to him after dark, asking to 
see the bas-relief and saying mysteri- 
ously that they were J.. Pierpant Mor- 
gan and Prince von Biilow, but he‘ must 
keep their names a secret, They made 
sevéral appearances after that, and 
eventually the Canon agreed to let them 
have the treasure for $6,000. 

Thé mysterious character of their 
visits, he said, did not arouse his sus~- 
picion until the last few days, when he 
had begun to suspect that: they were 
thieves, end accordingly had fot al- 
lowed them to take the bas-relief away.

The facts of the Moroccan crisis, in sO 
far as they have to deal with the Moroc- 
can situation. and. not-with the Bagdad 
railway or with Morsieur Delcassé, are 
embodied in-the Franco-German agree- 
ment, which was signed in 1909 by Von 
Schoen, representing Germany, and Julés 
Cambon, representing France. In this ex- 
change of notes the imperial German 
Government acknowledged explicitly 
France's special rights in Morocco, the 
exercise of which, of course, is only pos- 
sible in a tranquil, and not in a_ disor- 
dently Sultanate;.and it was certainly un- 
derstood that Germany would not seek to 
handicap France in any measures it 
might be found necessary to take for the 
preservation of her interests and those of 
the other powers. concerned: From the 
agreement that was reached, it is clear 
that Germany admitted at this time she 
possesséd only . economic. interests in 
Morocco, and: that, consequently, France 
is -bound only to bestow upon German 
commerce .and. industry the same rights 
and the same protection that are bestowed 
upon every. other nation doing Dusiness 
in the country. “This treaty of 1900 was 
certainly a; far-reaching _congession on 
the part of Germany toward France, and, 
as was suspected at:the time though 
never. definitely: known, Frange paid 
heavily for ‘her free hand .in \Motdcco by 
concessions in. other ‘quarters. In view 
of the agreement,, it seemed certain that 
the Emperor of Germany had completely 
abandoned the’ nagging. policy toward 
France in Morocco, which he had purr 
sued for so many years anterior to. the 
Algeciras Agreement. .

Banks’ ordinarily are supposed 
to operate on short hours, such as from 
10 to 4,-and court sessions are usually 
of about the same length. But any one 
famtliiar behind the screens ‘of the banks 
or in the private chambers of the: Judges 
knows that of all places in American 
business life these are perhaps the two 
wherein activities afd responsibilities 
are the most concentrated, 

The banker of-to-day ts the determining 
factor in almost every new énterprise, 
and the balance wheel in almost every old 
oné. He holds tn his hands the déstiny 
of men’s credit, and ‘decides Gpon their 
probable ¢apacity to e-ecute what tHey 
have undertaken or what they propose 
to undertake. 

Where once he dealt chiefly with the 
care of money ititrusted to him; and with 
loans on real estate and other definite and 
easily judzed security, now he deals with 
underwriting syndicates, he assumes the 
execution of trusts and investments, he

In one of the New York banks which is 
at the very top:of the*money heap, that 
of J. P. Mongan & Co., the ‘record shows 
the death from diabetes: of a man of 
81; while fm the leading bank of the 
other ascendant financial group, the Na- 
tional, City; Vice Presidént J. H, McEI- 
downey wave way to heart disease at 5 
early age’of 4%.-"The President °(N. 
Davis) of ‘one: of “the stronger. trust oe 
safe-deposit’ ‘companies of Cincinnati, 
died at 52 of heart failure, while the in- 
fluential President (John V. Clarke) of 
the Hibernian Banking Association — of 
Chicago, the leading Irish depository of 
the Worid’s Fair City, passed ‘away ‘with 
acute pneumonia two years before he 
reached the :half-century mark. 

The. cashier. of the National Newark 
Banking Corporation, Henry W. Tunis, 
lived only until he was 60, and then suc- 
cumbed to heart) failure. Hugh Inman; 
an important banker of Atlanta, perished 
at 68 while. unfier medical treatment in 
New.

PREPARING PALATABLE DISHES 








HEY are serving salads witn a dif- 
ference. A salad nowadays is very

to none, | aR 

Of all the fruits, pineapple is of the 
greatest value to the dyspeptic and con- 
tains the most delicate acid. The follow- 
ing recipe for a pineapple salad will: be 
found an excellent one, and it is, more- 
ovér, a Very pretty dish to serve at the 
beginning of. luncheon or dinner. _. 

PINPAPPLE IN LETTUCE NESTS.— 
Cut @ pineapple into small pieces. Add 
one cupful of finely chopped Celery, one 
cupful of walnut méats, and one-cupful of 
orange. pulp. Shred one head of lettuce 
very finely and form into nests on indi- 
vidual plates. 

Mix one cupful of mayonnaise and ‘stir 
it lightly with the pineapple, &c.; add 
more mayonnaise, if the fruit is not suffi- 
ciently moist, and heap into the little let- 
tuce nests. Decorate with. chopped wal- 
nuts. 

SALADE DE LA VERSAILLES.—Bail 
eix artichokes, se’ te the “ fonds ” from 
the leaves, and cut into small pieces. Put 
in a_salad@ bowl with an equal-quantity of 
asparagua-points that have been cooked 
in salted watér, Take a handful of salted 
almonds, chop them fine, pound. them 
with the juice of ‘two lemons afid’a half 
a pint of cream, salt, and pepper, .and 
pour over the salad.

[REMARKABLE CONTRASTS ON EASTSIDE SEEN — 
IN PASSING OF ANCIENT SCHERMERHORN FARM. 


Ola Homestead Still Remains on the High Ground Overlooking the River ‘Recently Improved with the Rockefeller Institute 


Buildings—Early Home of the Pastime ‘‘Indians”’ 


Two interesting sales within the past 
year Have served to recall reminiscences 
of the Schermerhorn farm which, over a 
century ago, covered a large tract from 
the East River. westward to what is now 
Central Park. A few parcels of the big 
estate are still owned by the family, but 
the greater portion has been disposed of, 
piece by piece, and is now covered with 
@ great variety of buildings. 

The two sales referred to include the 
Dlock fronte on each side of Madison 
Avenue between, Eighty-second and 
Eighty-third Streets. The westerly sec- 
tion was. bought by the Princeton Con- 
‘struction Company last year, and a high- 
olags ten-story apartmient is now nearing 
completion on the entire block. It was 
designed by Schwartz & Gross, and was 
estimated to cost $750,000, and will be 
ready for occupancy in October. The 
block front directly opposite was boiight 
few days ago by the 
Allenel Construction Company, composed 
of A, L. Mordecai & Son and Heilner & 
Wolf, well-known operators, who have 
ennounced that they intend to hold it for 
resale, and in a short time this large 
block; which has never been built upcn, 
will undoubtedly be improved with a fine 
@partment similar in type to the one 
across the way. i 

The most interesting evidences of 
changed conditions on the old Schermer- 
horn farm, however, are to be seen along 
the river front north of Sixty-fourth 
Street. The old homestead, océupied for 
many years by various members of the 
Schermerhorn family, and which was 


erected long before they acquired the ex- ‘ 


tensive east side estate, is still standing 


on the high bluff, which has never been }- 


leveled, Overlooking the river at the end 
of Sixty-fourth Street, near the corner of 
the new thoroughfare known as Exterior 
Street. The latter borders the river, and 
has beén cut through by the city within 
recent years. The old house’ fs said to 
have been built just before 1750. and its
